To Byron S. Anderson, a Constable in the Town of 
Limerick, in said County: GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
requested to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town of Limerick, qualified by law to vote in the affairs 
oi the town, to assemble at the town house on the tenth 
day of Marcin, 1947, at eight-thirty o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To elect by secret ballot, a town clerk, 
three selectmen, assessors and overseers of the poor, 
a town treasurer, a constable and collector of taxes, a 
1oad commissioner for the ensuing year, one member 
oi the school committee for three years, as provided for 
in Section 40, Chapter 5, of the Revised Statutes of 
1939. The polls for the election of officers, as herein- 
before specified, shall be opened at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon, and closed at one o’clock in the afternoon. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
annual report of its municipal officers as submitted in 
the printed report.

To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen and tax collector to apply the “Alternative 
Method of Enforcing the Collection of Real Estate 
Taxes,” as provided for in the amendment to Public 
Laws of 1933, Chapter 244, Page 1, namely, by enforce- 
ment of a lien instead of a tax deed.

Of these students leaving the school, four moved to 
other towns, and one joined the Navy. One other pupil 
lexe school during the winter term to work. 

In checking the atendance records it shows the need 
of lowering the number of absences, but most concern 
should be given to the cases of tardiness. Steps have 
been taken to correct this condition, yet the help and co- 
operation of all the parents is needed. 

The curriculum has been adjusted to offer those 
subjects that are required to maintain a Class A rating, 


.and it is kept within the limits of a two teacher system. 


Many of the small schools in this state are using visual- 
audio aids. These aids help to offset the limitations of 
the small schools. Sound motion pictures have been 


shown at various times in our High School with poor 


results. During these trials several changes were made 
to correct the poor acoustics without success. It is evi- 


dent that acoustical treatment of the room, or rooms, is 


necessary before it is possible to use such teaching aids 
as radio, recordings and sound films with pleasant effect. 
Our school calendar has included the same extra- 


curricular activities as in the former years. Tor the 
- 1946 graduation exercises and this years senior class 
play we were very fortunate to be able to have the use 


of the Sokokis Theatre. To help make our activities 


. possible we have had the assistance of several volun- 


teers, and to all of them we’ are very grateful. To my 


associates I wish to express my appreciation for their © 


cocperation during the year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of Limerick: 


I herewith submit the annual report of schools: 


Registration in the elementary schools is 197, class- 
ified by grades as follows: grade 1, 42; grade 2, 15; 
grade 3, 26; grade 4, 27; grade 5, 24; grade 6, 30; 
grade 7, 15; grade 8, 18. 

A study of these figures gives some indication of 
the overcrowded condition existing in the various class- 
rooms, especially in those of the lower grades. It is 
difficult, if not impossible, to accomplish the best re- 
sults under such conditions. The problem is a serious 
one and there seems to be no immediate remedy. 

There have been three changes in the teaching per- 
sonnel during the current year. Last June Miss Eliza- 
beth Kilbride resigned her position as high school assis- 
tant. Miss Marguerite Jack of Hollis acted as substi- 
tute in that capacity for several weeks during the fall, 
until Miss Charlotte B. Williams of Durham, New 
Hampshire was engaged to fill the position. Miss Flor- 
ence Sawyer of Limerick was engaged at the beginning 
of the fall term to fill a vacancy in the first two grades. 
Recently Mrs. Helen King resigned her position in the 
intermediate department and Miss Myrtle Huff of 
Waterboro is now filling that position. 

Last fall-Mrs. Helen Dolley resigned as supervisor 
of music. Thus far the position has not been filled. This 
is to be regretted. Music, more than any other social 
activity, ils a common bond. Nearly everyone likes to 
sing, and to know how to do it properly is very worth- 
while. A knowledge of the rudiments of music is a bene- 
fit to anyone. However, teachers of school music who 
will teach in the smaller systems are difficult to obtain. 
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Possibly a union of two or more neighboring towns 
could make the position of music supervisor sufficiently 
attractive to induce full time, qualified teachers to ac- 
cept the position. ) 

Some definite action should be taken by the town to 
provide proper conveyance facilities. Buses now being 
operated are unsatisfactory both from the standpoint of 
safety and economy. The town owned bus has already 
cost the town an amount for repairs which would have 
gone far toward providing a better type of conveyance. 
Money saved at the expense of our children’s safety can- 
not be justified. 

Necessary minor repairs have been made during 
the year. New tables and chairs were purchased for 
grade 1. This helps in a measure to overcome the 
crowded condition in that room. A substantial balance 


‘is. shown in the maintenance account. This is due to 


the fact that we were unable to paint the outside of the 
building as planned. 

Two bills relating to increase in teachers’ salaries 
are before the present legislature. One proposes a yearly 
minimum salary of $1,500.00. The other provides for a 
salary range from $1,000.00 to $2,000.00 depending upon 


’ the number of years of training a teacher has had. In 


anticipation of the passage of one of these bills, it will 
be necessary for the town to be prepared to meet this 
situation. i 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation to 
the school board, the teachers, and to the citizens for 
their cooperation during the year just ended.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Limerick—1946 ; 


Since 1920 the Division of Public Health Nursing 
has been an activity of the Bureau of Health. In 1920 
one nurse covered the entire state; today a complete 
staff includes 42 nurses and six supervisors working in 
the 6 districts into which the State is divided. District I 
is composed of York and Cumberland Counties plus 
five towns of Oxford with an estimated population of 
260,577. 

There are five public health nurses and one super- 
visor carrying on a generalized nursing program under 
the medical direction of the District Health Officer. The 
nursing time allocated to a specific town depends upon 
the appropriation and the community’s needs. 

The present concept of public health nursing as car- 
ried on in Limerick, rather than restricting the nurse’s 
activity to care of the sick in their homes, stresses pre- 
vention of disease and promotion of health by helping 
the community analyze the health problems of individ- 
uals and families. 

The health program has not been extended in the 
‘past year. Only one open meeting was held, the subject 
of which was Cancer Control. 

Child Health Conferences were held throughout the 
summer. Almost every child under two was immunized 
against diphtheria, smallpox and whooping cough. An 
- effort was made to have every child entering school 
examined and immunized at Child Health Conference or 
by the family physician. 

Retesting of children with questionable eye defects 
proved that in spite of early examinations and follow-up 
to ensure correction, a certain number of children de- 
velop difficulty each year. 

In October all children above the second grade 
had their hearing tested with the audiometer. Several 
children were found to have a loss of hearing. 
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As tuberculosis control, because of the slow develop- 
ment of the disease, continues to be a major public 
health problem, 236 children received the tuberculosis 
Patch test. Arrangements will be made to X-ray the 
families of the children who showed evidence of having 
been in contact with the disease. 

Regular conferences are held with the teachers 
throughout the year to discuss individual health prob- 
lems. 

The public health nurse spent most of her time in 


following in the homes health problems discovered at. 


Child Health Conference or at school. 

In addition visits are made to expectant mothers 
and mothers of new infants, to assist them in carrying 
out the physician’s orders; visits are made to families 
with communicable disease and to families with children 
receiving care for a crippling condition to help the fam- 
ily carry out recommendations. 

The Health Council composed of representatives of 
various groups and other interested individuals, spon- 
sors the Public Health Nursing Program. It is the aim 
of the Council to have it adequately supported and used 
to help in maintaining a high standard of service and 
to assist in developing a cooperative program with all 
health agencies in the town. They have given advisory 
service to the nurse and have supplied volunteer serv- 
ice for the health activities. With the Council’s efforts 


in carrying out its responsibility, the Public Health ° 


Nursing Service should each year come nearer to its 
goal of demonstrating the importance of prevention of 
iliness and promotion of health.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Limerick: 


: | I hereby submit my annual report for the year 
ending February 20, 1947. 


During the past year the town of Limerick was 
unfortunate in having four major fires. Two of these 
were the total loss of farm homes, one large barn by 
lightning, and the worst forest fire the town has ever 
had. The total cost of this forest fire was around $675. 
The Town of Limerick had to pay $250, the State $250 
and Limington $175. Other calls made by the Depart- 
ment were 16 chimney fires, 9 grass fires, 2 oil heaters, 
and one out-of-town call. . 


The Department laid 2,000 feet of 214 inch hose, 
4,000 feet of 114 inch hose, 300 feet of booster line and 
raised 700 feet of ladders. 


The response of firemen to these calls was very 
small. 


We are asking for $600 for our regular fire depart- 
ment appropriation and $200 for hose. 


We wish to thank the town officers and the citizens 
_ of Limerick for their support during the year. I also 
wish to thank the members of the fire department for 
their faithful service.
